from the manifold dangers in which they ſtand, if by varie⸗ 

lil ie of time his Male ſties title to their poſſeſſions ſhould be 
{etonfoote and pꝛelled to their oucrthzow in ſutteeding ages, as allo foꝛ Pardons fo? 
lines of Alienations of Lands Holden in Chiefe, made without Recozd ; Foz both 
which his Maie ſtie hath limited by foꝛmer P2oclamations ſeuerall times Which are 
- nowerpired. His Highneſſe perteiuing that many of his Subiects within the times 
haue taken the benefit of his ſaid Pꝛotlamations, and lome other are ſtill in ſuite, 
which tould not be diſpatched within the times, and not intending to confine his fa⸗ 
uours to ſuch ſtraitnes of time as that his People ſhould not be able to make full bſe 
thereof atcoꝛding to his gratious meaning: His Maieſtie is therefoze pleaſed foz 
thele and ſach like conſiderations (by the aduiſe of his Pꝛiuie Connſell) to giue once 
moꝛe of both the one and the other vntill the laſt day of Eaſter Terme next inſuing, 
tothe intent that all ſuch as haue any deſire toreceine this Grace, may iniop the bene⸗ 
ſitor his ſaid fozmer Pꝛotlamations, and of tonfirmation ot his Maieſties Graunts of 
that Nature by this Parliament which is now lo neere to follow, as that oppoz- 
tunitie would not be neglected.
